NeW LIGHT ON THE ‘VioToRIA’ DIEAnTER. 
London, August 20.—The survivors of 
‘the Victoria arrived in London last: week. 
They brought important fdcts about the 
disaster, not disclosed af the sourt-mar- 
tial. They make it clear that 400 lives 
and a ship wore: sacrificed simply to the 
well-known British traits of arrogance and 
intolerance. x 

Admiral Tryon was iv souud mental 
condition at tho time of the disaster, un- 
legs grest anger is a form of insanity. No 
msn wos ever more intolerant of auggss- 
tion than Admiral Tryon, The fect was 
brought to his attention mora times then 
waa disclonad at the court-martial, that the 
manoeurre was dsngerous, with only six 
cables distance between the columns, The 
last time the suggestion wes made the 
Admiral flew into @ passion, which is 
described aa volcanic. A slight illness had 
made him unusually irritable.
